If you believe from the evi- 
dence that the defendant, with such knowledge 
as 1 have charged you, signed and delivered 
the notes, then he waived any defense he 
might have had, if any, to the 
accounts exhibited by plaintifis to defend- 
ant.” This charge of the Court, in view of 
the defendant’s evidence, was error, because 
it did not fairly submit that evidence to the 
consideration of the jury. The point in the 
case as made by the defendant's evidence, was 
whether, at the time the drafts were signed 
by him, in liquidation of the acoounts which 
he claimed to be erroneous, it was the inten- 
tion aud understanding of the parties, that 
if there was anything wrong about the 
accoun's it should be theres fler corrected, 
and in what particular the same should be 
corrected. The general iule of the law, as 
applicable to the facts of this case, undoubt- 
ediy is, that if the defendant signed the 
drafts with a full knowledge of the state of 
the accounts, and in liquidation or settlement 
of the same (in the absence of any fraud, 
accident or mistake,) he is prima face bou 
thereby, for the payment of the money ex- 
pressed therein, and if there is any fact or 
facts going to show that it was not the in- 
tention of the parties that the drafts should 
be a full and final settlement and compro- 
mise of the subject matter of the accounts for 
which the dratts were given, the burden of 
proof to show such fact or facts, is upon the 
defendant, and he should rebut the 
presumpiion of the law against him, 
by clear and satisfactory evidence 
Whether the evidence offered by the 
defendant at the trial, was sufficient fur that 
urpose, or not, we express no Opinion. In 
relation to that point in the case, the evidence 
was conflicting. All that we do decide ie, 
that the Court erred in i s charge in saying 
to the jury, that If you believe from the 
evidence that the defendant, with such 
knowledge as I have charged you, signed and 
delivered the notes, then he waived any de- 
fense he might have bad, if any, to the 
accounts exhibited by the plaintiffs to defend · 
ant.” This charge of the Court excluded 
from the consderation of the jury the defend- 
ant’s evidence as to what he says was the in- 
tention and understanding of the parties at 
the time the drafts were executed. This evi - 
dence being before the jury, the defendant 
had the right to have had it considered by 
them for what it was worth, in contradiction 
of the plaintiff's evidence as to that question 
in the case. The issue made by the defend - 
ant, was whether the giving of the two drafts 
was a final settlement and compromise be- 
tween the parties as to the subject matter of 
the plaintiff's accounts. It is not stated in 
the drafts that the same were given for that 
pus pose, or for what purpoee the same were 
given ; therefore the defendant’s evidence did 
not contradict the drafts. But it is contended 
that notwitbstandiog the Court may have 
erred in iu charge to the jury, still the 
evidence in the record is such ag 
to have required the jury to have found the 
verdict they did. That depends altogether 
upon the question, whether the defendant 
had (independently of giving the drafts sued 
on) ratified the conduc: of the plaintiffs as 
his factors in making sale of all the cotton 
shipped tothem. The first shipment of cot 
ton, (seven bales,) was made by deferdant to 
plaintiffs 27 October, 1866, with instructions 
to sell on arrival. lot of cotton was 
not sold until 28th January, 1867. On the 
16ih November, 1866, plaintiffs wrote de- 
fendant asking bim, “shall we sell your cot- 
ton on this market, or will you prefer that 
we hold it for a better market ?
